Samuel Livingstone Overstreet, United 
States District Attorney for Oklahoma, was 
found dead in his berth in a sleeping car 
on a Santa Fe train a few miles from Joliet, 
III., yesterday morning. He was on his 
way from Guthrie to attend the golden wed- 
ding of his parents at Franklin, Ind. ' 

It is thought heart disease caused death. 
The body was brought to Chicago and re- 
moved to the undertaking establishment of 
D. B. Quinlan, 3115 State street. 

The dead man was a brother of Congress- 
man Jesse Overstreet of the Seventh In- 
diana District, in which is Indianapolis. 
The family had planned a reunion for Fri- 
day and the members were gathering at 
the old home in Franklin. 

Mr. Overstreet was born in Franklin, July 
24, 1853, where he was City Attorney in 1880 
and 1881. He went to Guthrie in 1889. There 
he formed a law partnership with Dennis T.

Mrs. Ada Hill was 
taken by Sheriff Gohrman of Du Page Coun- 
ty to Wheaton, where a preliminany hearing 
will take place tomorrow morning. Those 
who say the aged woman was murdered give 
as a motive a trouble of long standing among 
the members of the Hill family over prop- 
erty Valued at $40,000. 
The charge against the young woman was 
made on her death bed by the victim of the 
burns. 
The prisoner declares she is innocent. a 
The affidavit for the warrant was made 
by Ernest O. Hill, a son of the dead woman. 
A Coroner’s jury in this county heard testi- 
mony in the case, but has not returned a 
verdict, for the crime, if it was a crime, was 
committed in Du Page County. 


Aged Woman Fatally Burned. 
The aged woman was burned on Oct. 17. 


brought her mother-in-law to Dr. I. W. 
Prichard of Aurora. The younger woman 
told him that in the morning the elde: 


woman had been smoking a pipe and ig- 
nited her clothes, burning her back. Dr. 
Prichard had Mrs. Hill, who was sitting in 
the buggy outside, brought into the house 
and examined her injuries. 

He found the clothes inside brown, as if 
. seared with a hot iron, and noticed, he says, 
the odor of carbolic acid. 

Dr. Prichard said tonight: 

„Mrs. Ada A. Hill stated that her mother- 
in-law’s clothing caught fire while she 
was smoking a pipe. I dressed the wounds 
and gave her watchful care, as the burns 
were severe. After Oct. 19 I saw her daily. 
She gradually failed until she died. On 
Wednesday last I saw there was no hope for 
her and so informed her, whereat she said: 
* I know it; I feel it.“ I then asked her if she 
knew how her back was burned. She re- 


Weine Villain, Ada, poured kerosene, 
benzine, or something down my back, and 
that is what burned me.’ 
I said to her: ‘Ada told me that you 
caught fire from smoking.’ She replied: 
‘That is a lie. She only says that to cover 
up her villainy. She has killed me.’ The 
burn, in my judgment, must have been 
caused by something caustic, like strong 
carbolic acid. It could not have been caused 
by fire.”’ a» 

Declares She Is Innocent. 

Mrs. Hill was arrested at her home. Be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury she said: 
morning Mrs. Hill was burned she filled her 
pipe and lighted it with a coal. I went up- 
stairs, ground some coffee in an old mill up 
there, and when I came down found mother 
on the porch with her clothing afire. She 
Was calling to me for help. I seized a towel, 
tried to brush out the es with it, but 
could not. I then pulled her into the house 
and smothered the flames. She cried that 
her back was still burning and for me to 
tear her clothes off, which I did. She had on 
@ loose wrapper, and her underwear was on 
fire underneath: After dinner I took her 
to Dr. Prichard’s. My relations with mother 
were always most pleasant. God only knows 
why she should say of me what they say 
she did. I don't believe she did.“ 


Husband Calle It Spite Work. 

Her husband said this evening that it was 
entirely spite work. It is a family trouble 
over a division of the property, neither the 
woman (meaning his wife) nor myself are to 
blame in it at all, and they will find it out. 
It has lasted for years, this dispute, and this 
is the result.“ 

Trouble Over Family Wealth.

For a 
long time he has seen the necessity of some- 
thing in addition to the express C. O. P.

In his tests Mr. Charles sends a package 
to the address of the patron and by the same 
mail forwards a notice to the postmaster 
asking him to deliver the package to the 
addressee on the payment of the amount 
due, and then return the amount collected 
by postal order, registered letter, or in 
stamps, less the fee for the service. The 
tests made embrace almost every State in 
the union. The patron gets his supplies by 


increased by the registry or postal order 
fee, and the company gets its money 
promptly. 

Mr. Charles’ idea is to have his plan made

A belated dispatch from Ladysmith, dated 
Nov. 6, by way of Estcourt, under date of 
Nov. 9, confirms the idea that the tem- 
porary cessation of the Boer bombardment 
was due to General Joubert awaiting the 
arrival of other position guns before 
tackling the work in earnest.

BARNS AND FANCY STOCK BURN. 


Leander J. McCormick and the Onwent- 
sia Club Lose Heavily—Reward 
to Be Offered.

The barn and foreman's cottage on Lean- 
der J. McCormick’s stock farm at Lake 
Forest and the Onwentsia club’s stable, to- 
gether with live stock. and the feed, im- 
plements, and vehicles contained in them, 
were destroyed by fire early yesterday 
morning, entailing an estimated loss of over 
$40,000. Both fires were so clearly the work 
of an incendiary, tm the opinion of Mr. Me- 
Cormick and the members of the Onwentsia 
club, that they will join in offering a reward 
for the capture of the gullty person. 

Mr. McCormick suffers the heavier loss, 
522 Besides the destruction of a barn 

loses thirteen valuable Swiss cattle and 
four Percheron horses. The cottage occu- 
pied by William Andrews, foreman of the 
farm, burned. 

The fire made a pretty clean sw of the 
buildings on our farm,“ said Mr. Hall 
McCormick. “ We have lost thirteen head of 
registered cows of the finest Swiss breed, 
valued at $200 each. There were also four 
imported Percheron brood mares burned to 
death and four others inhaled so much sngpke 
that they probably will die. Those animals 
represented a value of $400 to $500 a head. 
The barn contained about 2,000 bushels of 
eats, 100 tons of hay, and a large quantity 
of feed, besides implements. Everything 
was destroyed.” 

The Onwentsia club’s loss is estimated at 

$6,200. The barn was erected in 1895 by 
Henry Ives Cobb. It was burned to the 
ground, and in the ruins were four work 
horses, eight carriages belonging to Martin's 
livery, and a lot of machinery and feed. 
Both the club and Mr. McCormick carry a 
full line of insurance.

Republican National Committee to 
Meet Dec. 15 to Select Place for 
Convention.

London, Nov. 14.—Masterly inactivity on 
the British side and untimely lethargy on 
the part of the Dutch allies have imparted 
a new impulse to diplomatic discussion. 

The rumors of the critical state of affairs 
in the far Bast are not credited in diplo- 
matic circles and have not caused the small- 
est flurry or excitement on the Stock Ex- 
change. 

There is no evidence that Russia and 
Japan are on the eve of war, and work on 
the Japanese war vessels now building in 
English shipyards may have been expedited, 
but this does not warrant the assumption 
that a naval war with Russia is openly 
courted. . 

Kaiser’s Importance 

The German Emperor's visit to England is 

the chief topic of serious discussion and 


He has suddenly loomed up as the command- 
ing figure in European diplomacy, who has 
thrown his influence on the winning side at 
a moment when England is making a su- 
preme military effort 7,000 miles from Land’s 
End. Even the commercial classes in Ger- 
many are impressed with the power and 
consequence of their Bmperor in the great 
affairs of the world, and even acrid French 
criticism is forced to admit that England 
and Germany have been drawn into a close 
understanding which. does not differ essen- 
tially from a formal ‘alliance and forecasts 
a momentous change in the trend of Euro- 
Stage Setting for Visit. 

The stage business of this imperial jour- 
ney is well worked up both at Windsor and 
Berlin. ; 

The Queen is evidently taking the liveliest 
interest in the reception of her grandson, 
and, after her manner, is recasting the de- 
tails and assigning parts to all members 
of the royal family. - .

The British situation 
is steadily improving every day with the ar- 
rival of reinforcements at Cape Town and 
Durban, and with the increasing evidence 
that the Dutch allies have made a fatal 
tactical mistake in serving their commands 
at too many points instead of concentrating 
their forces against Kimberley and Lady- 
smith or marching, like Sherman, to the sea 
and swooping down upon Durban. The 
British campaign, however, has not yet been 
won, and a full fortnight remains during 
which Kimberley may be captured and 
Ladysmith exposed to distinctive long range 


fire. 
Not Soon Enough to Shout.

MR. SCHILLING ON UNION RULES. 

George A. Schilling's statement of the 
labor unions’ side of the present controversy 
is the strongest and most logical attempt 
at justification that has yet been made. 
It seems to give valid reasons, from the 
standpoint of the unions, for many of their 
restrictive rules and Mr. 
Schilling strengthens his position greatly by 
repudiating all antagonism to labor saving 
machinery and by opposing the unwise re- 
striction of apprentices, At the same time 
he fails to explain fully or to justify the 
most vital point in the present differences 
between employers and organized labor 
the demand that men shall be paid a full 
day's wages for the work of a half day or 
less. Mr. Schilling dodges this point, or at 
least leaves it In need of further explane- 
tion. 

What Mr. Schilling says on the subject is. 


worthy of attention at the hands of the pub- 


lic. He says the workingmen in the build-' 
ing trades have been rushed more rapid- 
ly than the strength of an average man 
could stand, and that contractors have been 
known to pay private “ blood money to a 
few of the best men in order to have them 
set a breakneck pace for the others, He 
draws a strong picture of the extremities 


to which workingmen have been driven to | 


keep up the required gait, and tells of many. 
who have been compelled to ask for the 
privilege of working more slowly at re- 
duced wages. Mr. Schilling’s conclusion is 
that the unions had no alternative, if they 
wished to this method of wage cutting, 
except to adopt the “high-handed meas- 
ure” of establishing a maximum day’s 

This explanation is, useful in showing the 
matter from the view point of organised 


labor, but, while it may justify the principle 


underlying the obnoxious rule, it does not 
justify the degree to which some of the 
unions have applied it. If men get through 
with a maximum day’s work in half a day 
and draw a full wage for it, then the prin- 
ciple is carried to a length which cannot be 
defended. This is especially true in view 
of the aniversal shrinkage of the working 
day in recent years. In this respect the 
labor unions have gone to an extreme. 

Mr. Schilling’s energetic, excellent, and 
intelligent defense of labor saving machin- 
ery is proof of the breadth of his thinking. 
It is unfortumate that a considerable num- 
ber of his followers do not agree with him. 
At the Musie Hall meeting on Sunday there 
‘were men who spoke against labor saving 
machinery. Some of the bitterest and hard- 
est fought strikes are due to a blind an- 
to machinery.

Ambassador Ohoate said in his address 
at Bdisburg last week that 
it has been Waid by great poet that Peace 
hath her vighorite m0 less renowned than war,”

the whole human race.

Tun does not believe the 
diplomatie representatives ot this country 
should indulge in the practice of ‘nordinate 
speech-making at public banquets on public 
questions and the policy of their govern- 
ment concerning them. At the same time 
a careful examination of the fullest reports 
of the Ambassador's address does not show 
that it contains anything offensive to an- 
other nation or anything which should pro- 
voke unfavorable comment in. Purope. 
When the American Ambassador tells a 
British audience that the two countries 
are: “ connected by bonds of sympathy ” 
and that friendship“ ironclad friendship“ 
even—prevails between them he employs 
polite phrases whose use diplomacy sanc- 
tions: When he uses them he is not to 
be understood as implying that sympathy 
and friendship do not characterize the rela- 
tions existing between the United States 


‘and other nations. | | 


Nor can there be anything offensive in 
the Statement that the friendship existing 
between the United States and Great 
Britain means peace among all the great 
nations of the earth. That is stating the 
case too strongly, but their friendship cer- 
tainly makes for peace, as does the friend- 


| ship existing between Germany and this 


country. It will be noticed that Mr. Choate 
spoke of friendship,“ and not of an “Anglo- 
Saxon alliance.” Had he used the words 
put in his mouth by one unfriendly Ger- 
man paper he would, indeed, have been de- 
Serving of censure, for there is no al- 
ance with Great Britsin or any other 
power. 
It ie well known that during the progress 
of the Ohio campaign the Secretary of State 
said emphatically that no alliance had been 
entered into with any. Buropean power and 
that none was contemplated. It is true, 
however, that this country is interested, in 
common With Great Britain and Japan, in 
maintaining the open door” in China. 
The adoption of a common policy in further- 
ance of that desirable end will be justified 
by all Americans who. do not wish to see 
a great Asiatic market gobbled up by other 
nations. 
It is not improper for Ambassador Choate 
to speak of bonds of sympathy,” for there 
still prevails in this country a legitimate 
feeling of gratitude toward England for 
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But that. sentiment of gratitude is not 80 
strong as to induce Americans to view 
with complacency the idea of an “ alli- 
ance” with England and backing up that 
country in its schemes of spoliation and 
conquest. The mere thought of such a 
‘thing is abhorrent. It is repudia ted not 
merely by Irish-Americans.,.or. German- 
Americans, but by Amerieg@n-Americans— 
by Americans of every nationality. The 
“ Anglo-Saxon alliance“ exists only in the 
imagination of a foreign paper or of some 
home politician who would like to make 
it an issue in the next campaign, It is a 
chimera, a ghost, a spook, a. bogy man 
to scare some nervous Americans with. 
This is all true. It is trie also that there 
does not seem to be anything ih Ambassa- 
dor Choate’s speech which should wound 
the susceptibilities of others. His address 
‘was designed to tiékle the fancy of his 
hearers and to gratify his iteh for ap- 
plause. He did not quite overstep the line, 
but he toed it. He “drew it too strong.“ 
It would have been enough to speak of 
“friendship” and omit the “ ironclad.” 
For in a year of two the friendship may 
turn out to be only paperclad. Sensible 
Americans are becoming tired of Mr. 
Choate’s effusive oratory. The Egyptians 
had a useful god whose title was The Stop- 
per of the Verbose.

GHICAGO LADYSMITH. 

In one important respect present condi- 
tions of life in Chicago and in the beleag- 
mered city of Ladysmith are much alike. 
‘In both places the people are in danger of 
being hit by flying missiles, Whether the 
bombs of the Boers or stray bullets from 


the revdlvers of policemen. are most to be 


feared may be a question. In Ladysmith, 
however, bombproof buildings have been 
constructed to which the inhabitants may 
retire when the firing becomes lively, while 
in this city a man must trust to his powers of 
dodging or to the friendly shelter of a 
chance doorway. On Sunday, for the sec- 
ond time within ten days, the hat of an in- 
offensive citizen was pierced by a shot 
from a policeman’s weapon. It is true that 
in both cases the policemen were firing at a 
fugitive criminal. But it is also true that 
in so doing they put the lives of innocent 
men and wonfen in deadly peril. 

Zeal on the part of the police force in the 


pursuit and capture of criminals is to be 


tommended, But the zeal which discharges 
a revolver at a flying man in a crowded 
street is no less criminal and far more dan- 
gerous to life than most of the crimes which 
lead to the indiscriminate target practice. 
Officers who fire their revolvers on thor- 
oughfares like State street or 
street, except in cases of self-preservation, 


should be suspended from the police force. 


They lack coolness and good judgment 
and are not fit to carry a loaded weapon in 
any case. 
In default of any decisive action by Chief 
Kipley it will be suggested that each mem- 
ber of the force cut out the following an- 
cient axiom and paste it carefully in the top 
of his helmet: 

“It ig better that ten criminals should 
escape than that one innocent man should 
be killed or crippled.” 


A PARODY ON CARLYLE. : 
There is an increasing tendency among 
critics to discount Thomas Carlyle’s reputa- 
tion as a prophet or philosopher. Mr. H. 
D. Traill, who has edited the recent com- 
plete editicn of Oarlyle’s works, contends 
strongly in his introductions that Carlyle’s 
power lay in his art rather than in his ideas. 
This view would probably have been scout- 
ed by Carlyle himself; for he affected a 
large scorn for mere art, and it would cer- 
tainly have been repudiated by the admirers 
‘who were wont to regard him as an inspired 
_Seer and who loved to call him the philosoph- 

er-or sage of Chelsea. 
In a recent number of Macmillan’s 
Magazine there appears a Clever parody 


of Carlyle which is not without significance 


on this point. It is at once a parody, a 
satire, and a criticism. The writer, Ronald 


McNeill, has treated of the International 


Congress of Women in quite as good 
Oarlylese as that of Teufelsdrökh himself. 


Here are his closing sentences: i 


Of solid Worth; what we may ca unvaporous 
product or residuum, our International Congress 
of Women leaves, it is clear, no infinitesimalest 


force. of tissue expended in said congress by 
women of all nations might, if properly applied 
to patent grinding-mili, friction being reduced 
to minimum, have produced some seven bushels of 
Wheat flour. We, on the contrary, declining to 
east so much as a giance at such utilitarian cai- 
Gulation, reflect, rather, not without thankegiving, 
that International and other New Women, like 
all else In whom is breath of life, are even now 
journeying tnexorably toward the Eternal Silence. 

This amusing bit of satire must suggest 
even to the stoutest champions of Carlyle 
that the brilliance of his pages may often 
hide thoughts less profound than they seem. 
Of Carlyle’s hatred of shams and of his 
innate love of fairness and truth there can 
be no question, but as a4 political prophet 
he has long been discredited, and his fame 
as a philosopher is undeniably melting 


away. As a consummate literary artist in 
his own crabbed style he still holds his 


own, though Mr. MeNeill's parody shows 
how easy it is to catch the trick of 
Oarlylese. The truth of the matter is that 
Thomas Carlyle has done his work, which 
was to break up the smooth aridity of sewn- 
teenth century English and to smash some 
of the false standards that had come down 
from that age. | 


PRAISE AND DISPRAISE FOR THE PRESS, 

In an article on The Press and Public 
Opinion,” in the November number of the 
American Journal of Sociology, V. S. Yar- 
ros considers the press as a “ sociological 


factor.” The power of the press has never 


been, says the writer, so great, so decisive, 
80 irresistible as it now is.“ It has made 
the whole world kin and caused it to be 
possible for nations to share in each other’s 
joys and sorrows. The sociologist would be 
justified, continues this author, in hailing 
the modern press as a Wonderful moral 
factor were it not for “ that curse and pes- 
tilential nuisance, the yellow variety of 
newspapers.” And the question of yellow- 
ness, he declares, is one of degree; the 
honest, fair, and truthful papers, in the 
United States, being easily counted on the 
fingers on one man’s hand. 

The author believes that this yellow sen- 
sationalism is much aggra vated by the 
fixed habit of editorial comment, yet he 
Would not adopt Lord Rosehery’s sugges- 
tion of abollshing the editorial page. The 
public, he thinks, wants the comment served 
with the news—“ fresh, hot, and piquant,” 
and the problem is how to make this com- 
ment salutary and socially beneficial, For 
what are all the schools and educational 
systems in the world beside the daily news- 
paper—the recorder and critic of every 
important act and utterance’ ot civilized 
humanity? The newspaper overshadows 
every other educational agency. The ler- 
ture-room, the pulpit, the public meeting,

press?” But pablic opinion should censure 
a newspaper when it is guilty of flagrant 


Wrong, and the humblest reader should 


quickly resent, in a “letter to the editor,” 
any offenses against his moral sense. The 
author does not mention the fact that public 
opinion and private moral sense are sus- 
ceptible to jaundice also, but, on the whole, 
his article is fair and discriminating. The

SHOOTING STAR DISPLAY. 


In the absence of any other local excite- 


ment the shower of meteors announced 
for this week will arouse widespread inter- 
est, The astronomers and the scientists, 
of course, need no information on this mat- 
ter, but the great majority of the readers of 
Tun TRIBUNE are neither astronomers nor 
scientists. Not More than a little handful 
of them know where the sickle of Leo is 
or have the remotest idea as to the locality 
of the stars Epsilon and Zeta, while the 
“radiant point” is “cayiare to the gen- 
eral.” Te TRipunn has sought to enlight- 
en the unscientific layman by an untechni- 
cal advance program of the spectacular 
show, printed in the last issue, but that no 
one may complain of unfair treatment it 
will restate the conditions so that he who 
runs may understand. 


' Tonight, tomorrow night, and Thursday 


night, in the latter half of each night, is the 
time set for the exhibitions, if they come 
off, the latter half of Wednesday night 
being the time of maximum display. If it 
should be cloudy, as it probably will be, 
for Chicago never has had fair treatment 
in the matter of heavenly displays, the best 
thing the observer can do is to go to bed 
— not lose the opportunity for his beauty 
eep. 

As to the place, our astronomer has told 
Tun TRisunne’s readers that it is one-third 
of the distance from the east point of the 
horizon to the north point. A sailor would 
probably define this as east by nor’east.” 

Somewhere in that locality the observer 
will see the Leonides—if the Leonides are 
there. He can’t miss them. 

In order to economize his time as much 
as possible the observer would better set 
his alarm clock at 4 a. m. He might catch 
a stray Leonid or two before that time, 
but as the moon will be nearly full—provid- 
ed there is a moon—it will be better to wait 
until it sets at 4. Then, other things being 
equal—if they are equal—from that time 
‘until dawn, if it is not cloudy or doesn’t rain, 
wilf be the best time to see the great display 
—if it takes place. ; 

All heavenly phenomena are to be taken 
with a large “if.” Even if everything is 
favorable for the display it may not be 
much of a shower after all. Tun Tmnunn 
makes this suggestion lest it should be 
charged with having induced people to sit 
up all night to see the sky rain meteors 
when there were only two or three old shoot- 


ing stars ,which may be seen most any night. 


THE CUYAHOGA COUNTY VOTE. 
The gubernatorial vote of Cleveland and 
Cuyahoga County last week was: Jones, 
86,274; Nash, 21,238; McLean, 7,388. As 
compared with twe years ago there was 
a Republican loss of 10,989 and a Demo- 
cratic loss of 19;795. Jones got all Nash 
‘and McLean lost and 6,000 votes in addi- 
tion. In consequence of the jheavier cut 
made by Jones in the Demqeratie than 
in the Republican vote, nearlyſthree times 
as many ballots were cast for Nash as for 
McLean. 

This remarkable distribution of votes 
shows that the electors of Cleveland, which 
does most of the voting of the county, were 
paying little. attention to national or to 
State issues. They—or the 36,000 of them 
who marked their ballots for Jones—were 
putting on record the interesting fact that 
they believe in the municipal ownership 
and operation of street railroads and per- 
haps of other “ public utilities.” They had 
no opinions on the subject of “ expansion.” 
They were not concerned about free sil- 
ver, They said to the regular parties, “a 
plague o’ both your houses,” They had 
their own candidate and their own plat- 
form and did not give a fig for Nash or 
McLean or what they stood for. The total 
vote on Governor was 65,910. That on 
other State officers was only 45,600, for 
there were no candidates for minor State 
offices on the Jones ticket. Over 20,000 
men were interested in nobody save Jones. 

Other cities did not behave like Cleve 
land. That is not to be wondered at. 
Cleveland has had two street car strikes 
within a year—one of them 4 most ugly 
affair. Organized and unorganized labor 
in Cleveland were in the mood to demon- 
strate in favor of a candidate who repre- 
sented the abolition of traction companies. 
It so happened that the company whicb 
Senator Hanna is interested in was not 
mixed up in the strike. That may help to 
explain the loss by the Democrats of 70 
per cent of their vote of two years ago, 
while the Republicans lost only about 30 
per cent of theirs. Certainly these per- 
centages do not show that Senator Hanna 
is specially unpopular in his home city. 

The Jones demonstration reveals one fact. 
It is that there are in the State at large 
over 100,000 men—36,000 of them in Cuya- 
hoga County—who thought this a favorable 
opportunity to let it be known how they 
stand on the municipal ownership of public 
utilities, Next year those persons hav- 
ing delive their souls on that question 
will vote on national not municipal issues. 
Not till then will it be possible to tell how 
they stand on the Philippine

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POLICE HAVE A SPECTATOR OF EN- 
COUNTER OF DOYLE AND GILES. 


William 0. Norris Telle of Standing 
Across the Street Fearful of Being 
Held Up Himself—Says the Police 
Operdtor’s Story of Attempted Rob- 
bery Is Correct in Every Particu- 
lar—Inquest Postponed on Request 
of Dead Man's Relatives. . 


An eye-witness has been found to the 
Doyle shooting at Division and Astor streets 
early on Sunday morning. when Frank 
Doyle, named as one of the highwaymen, 
was shot and killed by Claude B. Giles, police 
operator at the Lake Street Station. The 
statement of this man, William C. Norris, 
242 Chestnut street, is that the killing was 
the result ot an attempt at robbery. He 
corroborates in every cular the story 
told by Giles. The relatives of Doyle asked 
and obtained 2 postponement of the in- 

uest until Nov. 
8 C. Daly, arrested as a suspect, has 
not been implicated, though it has been 
found that he was am dur- 
ing Saturday. 


Norris Only One Hundred Feet Away. 


Norris was within 100 feet of Giles when 

e encounter occurred. Mr. 

„ was calling at 7 Scott street,” said 4 
Norris, who is an employé of Coxe Bros. 
Co., “and on leaving started toward State 


Street. At State and Scott streets I saw two 
men standing, and, thinking of a grace 


holdup, I turned 


street, intending to go 
fellows. As I turned into Astor street Isaw 


a man 100 feet ahead. A block away, at the 
Division street corner, I noticed two men. 
The man of me had almost reached 
the two, when they advanced on him, and 
I distinctly heard the demand, Throw up 
your hands.’ 

„ The man ahead of me—who proves to 
have been Giles—reached for his 4 and 
at the same moment one of the two holdup 
men fired. Giles immediately began firing. 
I did not wish to get mixed up in the af- 
fair, fearing that the third man might be 
an accomplice, and I edged up against the 
building wall. The robbers ran away, and 
when the crowd gathered I left. I can’t see 
that it was anything but a holdup.” 


Inquest Begins and Is Postponed. 

Deputy Coroner Elbe opened the inquest at 
the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital in the after- 
noon. John J. Doyle, elder brother of the 
dead man, told of having seen Frank at 8 
o’clock on the night of the shooting. At- 
torney James Crahen appeared for the 
family and, asked a postponement, as wit- 
nesses were not present. The police said 
they were ready to go on. 

James H. Boyle, brother-in-law of Frank 
Doyle, said the police were seeking to rall- 
road the case through.“ This claim was 
indignantly denied. 

Alice Morton, the girl whom Giles hed 
escorted home, just prior to the shooting, 
was at the inquest. She denied any ac- 
quaintance with Doyle. 

After the inquest Giles was taken back 
to the Chicago Avenue Station, and at 5 
o'clock a friend appeared at the Coroner’s 
office and gave bonds in the sum of $1,000, 
whereupon he was released. He will not 
resume his position as‘operator at the West
